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STIMSON REVEALS

General Upbraided Sol- 
dier With Swollen An- 
kles for Not Wearing 
His Leggings. 


SECRETARY MAKES 
REPORT TO SENATE 


Says 7th Army Com- 
mander’s ‘Standing as 
Tactical Leader’ Has 
Not Been Impaired. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Secretary of War. Stimson dis- 
closed in a repert to the Senate 
_ today that Lt. Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton Jr. had “spoken threateningly 
and with umdue harshness” to a 
soldier who failed to wear his leg- 
gings on combat duty because his 
ankles were swollen. 

This was the only criticism of 
this nature made against Patton 
except previously reported  inci- 
dents in which the General 
“cuffed” one soldier and upbraided 
another in Sicilian hospitals, Stim- 
son said in a further report on the 
Patton case which has been under 
investigation by the Senate Miuili- 
tary Committee. 

Stimson’s report to the Senate 
Was made coincidentally with the 
disclosure that President Roose- 
velt, accompanied by Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, had seen Patton in 
Sicily and had inspected Seventh 
Army troops. 

Two Hospital Affairs. 

Stimson confirmed that one hos- 
pital incident involved Pvt. Charles 
L. Kuhl, that it took place Aug. 3 
and that it was followed by a simi- 
lar incident in another hospital on 
Aug. 10. 

Pvt. Kuhl, tn a letter to his par- 
ents written Aug. 4, said that 
“Gen, Patton slapped my face yes- 
terday and kicked me in the pants 
and cussed me.” He subsequently 
wrote his parents that Patton 
apologized to him. The name of 
the other soldier upbraided by 

Concerning the third incident 
Stimson said: “Gen, Eisenhower 
was informed by reliable news- 
paper correspondents of a case 


cs ac Gen. Patton spoke fhreat- 
eningly and with undue harshness 


to a soldier for failing to wear his 


leggings because his ankles were 
swollen, but who, nevertheless, 
was doing full combat duty. 

“These incidents are the only 
ones disclosed by a thorough in- 
vestigation by the theater inspec- 
tor on the general subject of Gen. 
Patton’s treatment of enlisted 
men.” 

Passion for Discipline. 

(An Associated Press dispatch of 
March 30 told how Gen, Patton, in 
the midst of battle near E] Guetar, 
Tunisia, sent a messenger to a 
lieutenant at a forward observa- 
tion post to tell him: to put his 
leggings on. The dispatch said 
that Patton “is a stickler for the 
rules,” and HMad shortly before is- 
sued a general order commanding 
all soldiers in the battle area to 
wear leggings and helmets.) 

Stimson's statements and previ- 
ous reports by the Senate may 
have a bearing on Patton's nomina- 
tion to the permanent rank of 
major general, now held up in com- 
mittee. His permanent rank now 
is lieutenant colonel.

PAINT TO BE TAKEN 
OFF PLANES TO CUT 
WEIGHT, HIKE SPEED 


Army Fighters to Be Light- 
ened 15 Pounds and Bomb- 
ers 70 Pounds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The War Department has ordered 
removal of war paint from virtually 
all of the Army Air Force’s planes 
in order to lighten the aircraft 
and add several miles an hour ad- 
ditional speed. 

Combat commanders recom- 
mended the action, the announce- 
ment said. Only specialized planes 
in use overseas will retain camou- 
flage paint. In the Continental 
United States nearly all planes will 
come off of the assembly line with 
the natural metal color. 

Omission of the greenish-gray 
paint will result in a slight in- 
crease in top speed, the Army Air 
Force estimated, and will reduce 
the weight in fighter types by 15 
to 20 pounds and in heavy bom- 
bardment types by 70 to 80 pounds.

A Federal Court jury late Sat- 
urday night convicted Robinson 
and recommended the death pen- 
alty but the Judge could have im- 
posed a lesser sentence. Robinson 
pleaded guilty in 1936 and at that 
time was sentenced to life. He 
won a jury trial] after he obtained 
a writ of habeas corpus releasing 
him from Alcatraz prison, where 
he had served six and one-half 
years,

NAZIS FAKING SURRENDER 
WIPE OUT CANADIAN PLATOON 


ITALY, Dec, 11 (Delayed) (AP).— 


A Canadian infantry platoon was 
officially declared to have been 
“murdered in cold blood” by Nazi 
machine-gunners from ambush 
when it moved forward to accept 
the surrender of a group of Ger- 
man riflemen.

CZECH-RUSSIAN 
MUTUAL AID PACT 
SIGNED IN MOSCOW 


Soviets Said to Desire 
Similar Postwar Accord 
for Collaboration With 
Poland. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 13 (AP).—A mu- 
tual assistance ct designed to 
establish close — co-opera- 
tion between the Soviet Union 
and Czecho-Slovakia has been 
signed by Foreign Commissar 
Vyacheslav Molotov and Czech 
Ambassador Zdenek Fierlinger. 

The ceremoriy took place yes- 
terday in the Kremlin in the pres- 
ence of Czech President Eduard 
Benes and Soviet President Mi- 
chael Kalinin. The text of the 
20-year agreement is expected to 
be made public Tuesday. 

A major implication of the pact 
was that it brought the two states 
into direct collaboration, in oppo- 
sition to the principle of a federa- 
tion of small Eastern European 
countries — to which the Russians 
have voiced objection. British and 
United States representatives had 
no direct part in the negotiations 
of the pact, but it was believed 
they had been informed of its pro- 
visions and had approved. 

It was understood that the 
Soviet Union desired a similar ac- 
cord with Poland, prewar neigh- 
bor of both the Soviet Union and 
Czecho-Slovakia, although §rela- 
tions between the Polish govern- 
ment-in-exile and the Russians are 
now broken. 

(It was reported in London that 
the pact provided that any neigh- 
bor of Russian and Czecho- 
Slovakia which was not aligned 
with Germany could join in the 
agreement. This was considered a 
flat invitation to Poland.) 

Further official receptions 
awaited Benes, but the main part 
of his mission was completed at 
the Kremlin ceremony. He plans 
to visit the Czecho-Slovak brigade, 
fighting with the Red Army, 
which aided in the recapture of 
Kiev Nov. 6, and also engaged in 
the battle of Kharkov last spring.

runway. 

Flanked by Patton, Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, and Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark, commander of the Allied 
Fifth Army in Italy, the President 
decorated several officers for bravy- 
ery. After the ceremony he and 
his party flew to Eisenhower's villa 
in Tunisia. 

(This is the first published indi- 
cation for some time regarding the 
whereabouts of Gen. Patton's Sev- 
enth Army, of which little has been 
heard since it helped drive the Gere 
mans and Italians from Sicily.) 

It is understood that the Prest- 
dent wanted to visit the Italian 
battlefront but Secret Service men 
and Army officers charged with 
his safety flatly vetoed the idea. 


Clark’s Decoration. 

Gen. Clark was one of the of- 
ficers to be decorated, receiving 
the Distinguished Service Cross 
from the President for “extraordi- 
nary heroism in action” at Salerno, 
when the Fifth Army's bridgehead 
was threatened by an enemy coun- 
terattack on Sept. 14. 

The citation told how Clark per- 
sonally instilled determination and 
courage in his men, under artil- 
lery and machine gun fire at the 
front line. It said he discovered 
18 Nazi tanks approaching, located 
an anti-tank unit and gave the or- 
ders which brought about the de 
struction of six tanks and the re 
pulse of the rest. 

“By his magnificent display of 
leadership, courage and determina- 
tion during a critical phase of the 
battle,” the citation said, “front 
line troops were inspired to hold 
at all costs and subsequently to 
initiate steady advance.”

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NAURU SHELLED 


PRARL HARBOR, Dec. 13 (AP) 
ited States battleships partici- 
pated in the attack on Nauru Is- 
land Wednesday. Adm, Chester 
W. Nimitz announced yesterday. 
It hag been announced previously 
that carrier-based planes and sur- 
face craft of undisclosed size 
made the attack. 

Nauru, Japanese air base and 
phosphate - producing center, 
about 450 miles west and slightly 
south of the Gilbert Islands, 
which United States Forceg wrest- 
ed from the Japanese last month.

Two Unit- 
ed States planes were lost and 
one destroyer received minor dam- 
age from shore fire. 

After the Tarawa-Makin suc- 
cesses in the Gilberts, the Tokyo 
radio said our invasion constituted 
a threat to the Japanese-held Mar- 
shalls and “presages a real deci- 
sive battle of the fleets.” 

Since then, the Marshalls have 
been hit repeatedly by United 
States planes. In an attack Thurs- 
day, Nimitz said, an enemy cargo 
ship and escort patrol vessel were 
strafed near Jaluit Atoll. 

Borneo, Celebes Bombed. 

Liberator bombers of Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s command in the 
Southwest Pacific made 2600 and 
2400 mile round trips from Austra- 
lia to Borneo and Celebes Island, 
respectively, Friday night. 

The attacks brought destruction 
to oil refiners and storage tanks 
at Balikpapan, on thé southeast 
coat of Borneo, and to wharves at 
Makassar, big port on the south- 
west coast of Celebes Island. It 
was the third raid on Balikpapan 
and the fifth on Makassar.

MacArthur's communique today 
made the first reference to Aus- 
tralian cavalry fighting on New 
Guinea. The horsemen and in- 
fantry met the Japanese in sharp 
clashes in the Ramu River valley 
Saturday. A headquarters spokes- 
man said cavalry had been oper- 
ating tn the valley for some time. 

Australian infantry, tanks and 
artillery overcame stiff opposition 
to advance one mile up the Huon 
Peninsula coast to the Sowi 
River. The enemy was driven from 
prepared positions in precipitous 
Tunom River valley, leaving more 
than 100 dead. 

The Japanese sent 40 fighter 
planes over Ramu valley Friday 
but they were driven away by 
outnumbered Allied Kittyhawk 
fighters. 

Allied medium bombers dropped 
25 tons of explosives in the Borgen 
Bay area, on the northwestern 
coast of New Britain Island. 

Jap Attack On Bougainville. 

Americans repulsed a Japanese 
counterattack Thursday in the 
northeast sector of Empress Au- 
gusta Bay on Bougainville Island 
in the North Solomons, where the 
Americans have established an air 
strip within fighter plane distance 
of the enemy base of Rabaul, on 
New Britain. 

A spokesman at the South Pa- 
cific headquarters of Adm. Wil- 
liam F. Halsey said the attacking 
Japanese force, numbering about 
200, was driven back in a brief 
battle which followed patrol skir- 
mishes.

LONDON, Dec. 13 (AP).—A 
peace or war crisis, inspired in 
part by fedr of an expected Allied 
invasion of the Balkans, was shak- 
ing Bulgaria to its very founda- 
tions today as continental reports 
told of the dispatch of more Ger- 
man troops there, 

Reluctant to break with Ger- 
many, but anxious to continue its 


traditional friendship with Russia, 
this key Central kan kingdom, 
which wag the first of Germany's 
allies to crack in the last war, is 
wobbling precariously under the 
impact of both Allied and Nazi 
propaganda, the menace of Hitler 
bayonets and loads of Allied aerial 
bombs. 

“Bulgaria as a Nazi power is 
reaching the end of her tether,” 
wrote the London Times diplo- 
matic correspondent, who formerly 
was stationed in Sofia, the Bul- 
garian capital. 

“The actual end can hardly be 
expected to precede the general 
Allied assault on the Balkans,” he 
added, “but it is certain that pres- 
ent conditions in Bulgaria have 
greatly contributed to the weaken- 
ing of the German position in 
Southeastern Europe and that the 
collapse of Bulgaria would mean 
no less than the complete disinte- 
gration of the 
tress.” 

Bulgaria, Hitler’s other 
vassals in Southeastern Europe— 
Hungary and Rum are 
wavering, while in Yugoslavia 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz, his own 
position strengthened by the re- 
cent formation of a rump govern- 
ment in opposition to the t 
government-in-exile, dramatically 
appealed to his scattered Partisan 
followers yesterday to rise up ev- 
erywhere and wage desperate bat- 
tle against a major drive to crush 
them. 

The Rumanians, restive under 
their own losses and territorial 
sacrifices, are watching the Rus- 
sians driving ever nearer their 
border with the same thought as 
Bulgaria and Hungary: How to 
quit the German cause. 

Berlin has dispatched Hans Neu- 
bacher, Balkan problem specialist, 
on a mystery mission to Budapest 
amid reports of one Hungarian 
Cabinet meeting after another.

Creates Subcommittee to 
Try to Work Out Mid- 
dle Ground, Report by 
W ednesday. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The Senate Banking Committee to- 
day created a subconimittee to try 
to work out a compromise on the 
food subsidy issue, and meanwhile 
deferred immediate action on pend- 
ing legislation to halt subsidy 
payments Jan. 1.

Majority Leader Barkley, Sen- 
ator Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, 
the latter author of the farm bloc 
bill for subsidy repeal, and Taft 
were named members of the sub- 
committee. Their report to the full 
committee was tentatively sched- 
uled to be made by Wednesday. 

Executive hearings by the full 
committee on the repeal bill had 
been called for today and adminis- 
tration leaders had conceded pri- 
vately they saw little chance to 
block ultimate Senate passage. 

Skeptical. 

Bankhead was skeptical about 
any compromise, stating after the 
committee’s executive session: 

“Some of the members shought 
we ought to let a subcommittee try 
to get together on something, but 
I don’t see much chance for a com- 
promise; we are going to go to bat 
for the bill as it is.” 

Barkley is a backer of the Ad- 
ministration subsidy policy and 
Taft, in advocating a limited sub- 
sidy program, has said he favors 
continuance of most of the present 
subsidies to stabilize consumer 
prices but is opposed to those sub- 
sidies being paid to roll meat and 
butter prices back to Sept., 1942, 
levels. 

Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
also came out today in favor of a 
modified program along the lines 
proposed by Taft.

Senate Committee Alters House Provision 
Making Tax Court Arbiter in War

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
voted today to make the United 
States Court of Claims final ar- 
biter in the renegotiation of war 
contracts, designed to eliminate 
any excessive profits. 

The House-passed $2,140,000,000 
tax. bill would have given the 
United States Tax Court the job 
of passing on disputes growing out 
of renegotiations between con- 
tractors and the Army or Navy. 
Under the Senate. Committee’s 
change, the Court of Claims could 
reopen any appealed case and re- 
determine the amount of profits, 
either increasing or decreasing the 
figure allowed by the original re- 
negotiation, 

The Senate Committee also vot- 
ed to permit deduction of esti- 
mated Federal income and excess 
profits taxes from a plant's earn- 
ings in determining whether prof- 
its are excessive. Under the pres- 
ent law, contracts are subject to 
renegotiation before allowances 
for Federal taxes.

Mrs. Steve Santo, 56, 
Beaten to Death and 
Home Ransacked and 


Set Afire. 


KILLER APPARENTLY 
FRIGHTENED AWAY 


Pay Check of Victim’s 
Husband Missing — 
Brass Knuckles, Cleaver 


Used in Attack. 


Police searched thé countryside 
mear Pacific, Franklin County, to- 
Gay for the murderer of Mrs. Mary 
Santo, 56-year-old farm resident, 
who was beaten to death yesterday 
by an unidentified assailant, who 
fled into the woods after ransack- 
ing the Santo home and attempt- 
ing to set it afire. 

Mrs. Santo was found dying on 
a burning rug in the dining room 
of her four-room frame house, 
one-half mile north of U. S. High- 
way 66 at Pacific. Her head was 
crushed and her clothing was on 
fire. 

After overpowering his victim in 
a terrific struggle, the murderer, 
bleeding from scratches or possibly 
more serious injuries, obviously 
ransacked the house for valuables, 
leaving blood smears on all the 
dresser drawers. Mrs. Santo’s 
purse, containing $40 or $50 and a 
$103 pay check made out to her 
husband, was missing. 

Police found a pair of brass 
knuckles and a meat cleaver, both 
covered with blood, beside a stove 
which had been overturned in the 
kitchen. The cleaver belonged to 
the household. In the adjoining 
dining room were four’ broken 
root beer bottles. 

Killer Frightened Away. 

Lt. Melvin Dace of the State 
Highway Police told a _  Post- 
Dispatch reporter the murderer 
apparently had knocked Mrs. 
Santo against. the stove, using 
both the knuckles and the cleaver. 
When Mrs. Santo made her way 
into the dining room, he conclud- 
ed, the assailant attacked her with 
the full root beer bottles, using the 
jagged edges to mutilate her face. 

The murderer ignited his vic- 
tim’s clothing and the rug on 
which she was lying in an at- 
tempt to burn the house and de- 
stroy the evidence of his crime, 
Lt. Dace declared on the basis of 
the physical evidence, adding that 
the assailant, who left tracks lead- 
ing north from the house into the 
woods, probably was frightened 
away before he could complete the 
job of setting the house on fire. 

The crime was discovered at 
10:15 a. m. yesterday by Nel- 
son Lee Bay, operator of a 
filling station in Pacific, who 
drove to the Santo home to get a 
hunting dog. The sound of Bay’s 
approaching automobile probably 
frightened the murderer away, po- 
lice said. 

Bay, who was accompanied by 
his 8-year-old son, Miles, saw the 
back door of the Santo home open 
and smoke pouring out. He found 
Mrs. Santo lying on the burning 
rug in the dining room. She was 
still alive and greaning, he re- 
ported. Mrs. Santo weighed 165 
pounds, and Bay was unable to 
get her outdoors, so he drove back 
to Pacific for help. 

Bay returned with John Thiebes, 
an undertaker, and Victor Quen- 
noz, and the latter two carried Mrs. 
Santos outdoors. She died a mo- 
ment later. 

The Pacific Fire Department ex- 
tinguished the blaze, which was 
confined to the dining room. 

Often Alone in Home. 

The Santo home is more than 
one-quarter of a mile from the 
nearest dwelling, and Mrs. Santo 
was known to be often alone there. 
Her husband, Steve Santo, 60, a 
bricklayer at the American Steel 
Foundries, spent four days each 
week with a daughter, Mrs. Jacob 
G. Weiss, 7711 Snowden avenue, 
Richmond Heights, in order to save 
gasoline in getting to work. 

Santo, who purchased the home 
and a 13-acre tract last spring, had 
left the place Saturday morning, 
and intended to return last night. 

State highway patrolmen, Frank- 
lin and St. Louis County deputy 
sheriffs and more than 50 citizens 
searched the woods around the 
Santo home yesterday, but lost the 
murderer’s trail. 

Twenty high school boys joined 
the search this afternoon, concen- 
trating on thickets north of the 
house, in an effort to find the dead 
woman’s purse or other clews. 

Sheriff Alvin Dietelkamp of 
Franklin County said scrapings of 
hair and skin taken from under 
Mrs. Santo’s fingernails were sent 
to the StAte Highway Patrol lab- 
oratory in Jefferson City. He add- 
ed that fingerprints found in the 
Santo home would be compared 
with those found on a store safe 
in Pacific which had been opened 
by a burglar Saturday night.

RATION POINT BONUS EXPECTED 
TO DOUBLE FAT COLLECTION 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
A bonus system of offering ration 
points for used household fats is 
expected to double collections of 
the vitally needed product, War 
Production Board salvage officials 
said today. 

-The new campaign, whereby 
housewives will get one brown ra- 
tion point for every nalf-pound 
of fats delivered to dealers, gets 
under way today. The point offer- 
ing amounts to a bonus because 
the Office of Price Administration 
already authorizes payment by 
dealers of 4 cents a pound for the 
fats, required for production of 
explosives, synthetic rubber and 
other war items. 

“Many housewives have been 
hoiding up deliveries of fats since 
the announcement two weeks ago 
about the new program,” Herbert 
M, Faust, WPB salvage division 
director, said, 

Officials estimated that each 
housewife should be able to turn in 
a minimum of one pound of used 
fats a month.

Lt. (jg) Mills J. Schanuel of 
Florissant, who *has written his 
parents that he has shot down two 
Japanese Zeros and damaged an 
enemy bomber, was one of six 
American Navy fighter pilots who 
swept into formations of 15 Japa- 
nese bombers and 24 fighters over 
Bougainville Nov. 8 and shot down 
a total of five planes without loss 
to themselves, delayed Associated 
Press dispatches disclosed today. 

Lt. Schanuel, 25 years old, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Schanuel, 
2 Jean drive, and a member of 
the Post-Dispatch staff, wrote his 
parents a month ago that he had 


shot down his first Zero “when the 
fellow happened to pass through 
my sights.” A more recent letter 
told of getting another enemy 
fighter plane and damaging a 
bomber. “I’ve got two Zeroes to 
my credit now,” hé@ wrote, “al- 
though I think I’ve shot at every 
Japanese plane ever built.” 

He is a member of the “Skull 
and Crossbones” gang—the name 
chosen by his squadron—which has 
been described by war correspond- 
ents as the deadiest land-based 
Navy fighter group in the South 
Pacific. 

Vern Haugland, Associated Press 
correspondent, wrote that the 
squadron was led into battle for 
the first time Oct. 29. Since then 
the outfit has shot down 47 Jap- 
anese. planes, destroyed 21 barges, 
nine cargo ships and one tug. Also 
it has silenced a number of anti- 
aircraft positions on Bougainville 
and in the Shortlands area of the 
Solomon Islands. ;: | 

That first action of the squad- 
ron was comparatively tame, con- 
sidering later battles. It was a 
barge hunt. Three days later, cov- 
ering the Marine invasion of Bou- 
gainville, Schanuel and his squad- 
ron got into its first air combat 
near Mt, Bagana volcano in Bou/ 
gainville and shot down six Zeros. 

Following the Nov. 8 fight with 
the bombers and Zeros, the squad- 
ron, which Lt. Schanuel has de- 
scribed in letters to his parents as 
the roughest, hottest and fighting- 
est bunch in the Navy, led a flight 
of American bombers on a North 
Bougainville strike, shooting down 
a Japanese transport and destroy- 
ing a Zero on the Buka air field. 

Action came fast and thick after 
that. The group, under command 
of Lt. Comdr. John Blackburn of 
Washington,: drove off 40 to 
enemy bombers and 50 to 60 fight- 
ers as they attempted to attack 
an American aircraft carrier off

The question has been asked hypo- 
thetically time and again: suppose 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, or Lt. 
Comdr. Harold E, Stassen, or some 


other high Army or Navy officer, 
should be nominated by one of 
the major party conventions next 
year. for President, or Vice Presi- 
dent, could they accept and take 
office? 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, finally put the question 
to the War and Navy Depart- 
ments and the answer he received 
from Secretaries Stimson and 
Knox was: Yes, they could. 

So far as the Navy is concerned, 
Knox replied, there is no bar on 
its: officers’ accepting “draft nom- 
inations” to high publi office 
while in uniform, Stimso# made a 
more qualified answer, in view of 
previously promulgated Army reg- 
ulations in this connection, and 
made it clear he had in mind only 
presidential or -vice presidential 
nominations. 

Vandenberg put his question in 
three parts: 

“1, Can an officer, without any 
direct or indirect participation in 
the movement himself, accept a 
draft nomination for high public 
office from a major political 
party? 

“2. Can an officer, thus drafted, 
accept such a nomination and re- 
main in the armed services during 
an election campaign in which he 
does not participate and in which 
he takes no part? 

“8. If elected under such  cir- 
cumstances, can an officer resign 
to accept such an election from 
the people?” 

Vandenberg said Knox replied: 

“The answer to all three ques- 
tions, assuming the facts to be 
precisely as set forth by you, is in 
the affirmative, subject to the 
limitation that it is discretionary 
with the President whether or not 
he will at any time accept the 
resignation of an officer of the 
Navy.” 

Stimson was quoted as saying: 

“In the circumstances set forth 
in your letter, no War Department 
policy or. regulation will be so 
construed as to prevent an Army 
officer from accepting a nomina- 
tion*for the Presidency or Vice 
Presidency of the United States 
and remaining on active duty in 
the armed services during the 
election campaign.

Cochran Urges City Air Field 
As Memorial to Eddie O’Hare 


Suggests Immediate Action for ‘One of 
Largest in the Country’—Eulogizes Heroic 
Flyer in Speech in House.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. — St. 
Louis should proceed at once to 
get one of the largest airfields in 
the country and name it after Lt. 
Comdr. Edward H. (Butch) 
O’Hare as a memorial to this avi- 
ation hero, Representative John J. 
Cochran of St. Louis said today. 


“Aviation was O’Hare’s life,” 
Cochran said, “and it would be 
altogether fitting if his naive city 
should establish a new airport and 
call it O’Hare Field, just as we 
already have a Lambert Field.” 

Notice that Comdr. O’Hare was 
missing in action was received by 
relatives in St. Louis last Thurs- 
day. A search for him was aban- 
doned after three days. 

Cochran eulogized the St. Louis 
naval airman in a brief speech to- 
day on the floor of the House. 
His suggestion about O’Hare Field, 
however, was made off the floor. 

Recounts Flyer’s Exploit. 

Speaking to his House col- 
leagues, Cochran recalled that on 
April 21, 1942, he had proudly re- 
counted the achievements of the 
hero he had had the honor to ap- 
point to the United States Naval 
Academy. 

“O’/Hare had just engaged the 
enemy and, single handed, de- 
stroyed five Jap planes,” Cochran 
said. “I told how the people gr 
St. Louis were proud of this native 
son, Today the people of St. Louis, 
like myself, are sad because 
Comdr, O’Hare is reported missing 
in action since the night of+ Nov. 
27, and in the opinion of naval of- 
ficers he has paid the supreme 
sacrifice. 

“The Navy Department has little 
information, but the newspaper 
correspondents have told the story. 
They have quoted his comrades, 
one saying O’Hare took a Jap 
plane with him. It was his ninth. 

“Comdr. O’Hare was assigned the 
job of selecting the pilots to at- 
tack the enemy. It was typical of 
O’Hare to assign himself to take 
to the air. Their duties were to 
protect the carriers. 

“O’Hare was credited with hav- 
ing saved the carrier Lexington 
when he destroyed the five Jap 


bombers in February, 1942. 

“I was in the party when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt presented him with 
the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
en which occasion the President 
declared, ‘It was one of the most 
daring, if not the most daring sin- 
gle action in the history of combat 
aviation’... 

O’Hare Disliked Speeches. 

“Following the presentation 
‘Butch’ asked me to accompany 
him home, saying he was to pre- 
sent to the city of St. Louis the 
Navy E. I told him the people 
wanted to see him, not me and I 
declined... Then O’Hare said: ‘The 
Navy has arranged a schedule for 
me to make some speeches at air- 
plane plants. I don’t like that job. 
I want to get back and help to 
end this war, the sooner the bet- 
ter.’ His attractive wife, whom I 
escorted to the White House, of- 
fered no comment, 

“Never before had _ carriers 
launched their planes at night. It 
was during this night fight that 
he lost his life. . 

“R. Adm, A¥thur W. Radford, 
commander of the task force, is 
quoted as saying, ‘Butch with ac- 
companying planes saved my 
formation from certain torpedo 
hits. I am recommending him for 
a.second Congressional Medal of 
Honor.’ ” 

Cochran concluded by saying 
that the Navy Department had in- 
formed him that it had no other 
information about O’Hare than 
the brief regular dispatches. For 
the Congressional Record, he in- 
cluded, as part of his remarks the 
dispatches of Charles P. Arnot of 
the United Press and Eugene 
Burns of the Associated Press.

Archbishop John J. Glennon, 
speaking at the annual meeting of 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul 
at Cathedral Hall yesterday, said 
he hoped to hold memorial serv- 
ices for Comdr.

today a decision which sustained 
the action of a draft board in re- 
classifying a registrant from 3A 
to 1-A after he became a father. 

Action of the draft board 
was challenged by Mrs, Adolph 
Stanziale of Essex County, N. J. 
whose husband was inducted into 
the Army at Fort Dix last Janu- 
ary. 

She sought to obtain his release 
by means of a writ of habeas 
corpus on the ground that the 
board’s action was “unlawful, ar- 
bitrary and capricious.” She as- 
serted the board reclassified her 


husband without any new evidence 
except that had become a father. 

Discharge of Stanziale was or- 
dered by the United States District 
Court for New Jersey. This was 
reversed, however, by the Third 
United States Circuit Court, and 
the Surpeme Court today refused 
to review this decision. 

Mrs, Stanziale said the Circuit 
Court “in substantiak effect de- 
cided that a Federal Court has no 
right to review the action of a 
local Selective Service Board.” 

The Justice Department said the 
Circuit Court’s decision was “in 
effect no more than a holding that 
a selective service classification 
which is based upon evidence is 
final.” 

The Department added that in 
November, 1942, when Stanziale 
was reclassified, his wife was “re- 
stored to normal health” and the 
Servicemen’s Dependents’ Allow- 
ance Act had been passed. 

Stanziale, the Department said, 
had been classified as 3-A in Janu- 
ary, 1942, on the ground that he 
had a wife and a father and a 
mother dependent upon him for 
support. The Department then 
added: 

“The board could justifiably have 
concluded (in November, 1942) 
that, although the wife may have 
been unable to assist in the 
(tavern) business in January, 1942, 
when she was pregnant, her as- 
sistance, together with that of the 
father and mother and seven paid 
employes, would enable the family 
to keep the tavern running and 
thus support themselves.”

GOAL OPERATORS 
SEEK FURTHER 
RISE OF 100 A TON 


They Ask for Price In- 
crease Before Making 
Conditional Agreement 
Effective. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Soft coal operators who have 
reached a conditional agreement 
with John L. Lewis’ United Mine 
Workers want a further price in- 
crease of 10 cents or more a ton 
before maknig the pact effective. 

The accord reached on Saturday 
by a we sar “ge subcommittee 
is substantially the same as the 
agreement between Lewis and Seo- 
retary of the Interior Ickes, under 
which Ickes is operating the mines, 
plus an individual payment of $40 
to the miners as a retroactive set- 
tlement for underground travel 
time. It provides that all in- 
creased costs shall be passed on 
to the consumer, 


Soft coal price increases averag- 
ing 17 cents_a ton were allowed by 
Stabilization Director Fred Mz. 
Vinson on the basis of the Ickes- 
Lewis contract. Some districts 
got as much as 30 cents a ton and 
others nothing. The operators, 
who had asked for increases rang- 
ing from 40 to 55 cents a ton, con- 
sider these allowances inadequate. 
Greater production is offsetting 
some. of the increased costs, but 
the operators will press for at least 
10 cents on top of the 17, . 
Promise by Ickes. 

In submittin the tentative 
agreement to Ickes, the operators 
called on him to make good his 
promise to help them obtain what 
they regard as adequate prices. 
Ickes wants to turn back the 
mines but said he would not do so 
until an operator-miner agreement 
is in effect. The operators want 
their properties back, but not at a 
loss, preferring to leave them in 
Government custody and sue in 
the court of claims after the war. 
The reement, which will be 
submitted to a joint conference of 
miners and operators on Friday, 
stipulates that it will become ef- 
fective only after the Office of 
Price Administration grants ad- 
vances in maximum prices “suf- 
ficient to cover the increased costs 
occasioned hereby.” 

Subject to WLB Review. 
If approved by the conference 
on Friday, the agreement also will 
be subject to review by the War 
Labor Board, probably after it re- 
ceives a report from a presiden- 
tial commission on the amount of 
time miners spend traveling in the 
mines. The agreement assumes 
travel time as 45 minutes out of 
an over-all underground day of 
nine hours, including the 15-min- 
ute lunch period for which no pay- 
ment is made, If travel time is 
found to be greater than 45 min- 
utes, thereby indicating less pro- 
duction time, the board presum- 
ably will revise the miners’ com- 
pensation downward. 
Even if finally consummated, 
the contract may be opened after 
the first contract year, which is 
next March 31, or at any time 
that “a significant change” occurs 
in the Government wage policy. 
Southern Appalachian operators 
were not on the subcommittee 
which drew up the agreement, but 
they have been invited to join the 
conference on Friday. The sub- 
committee represented approximate- 
ly 67 per cent of the soft coal ton- 
nage, located in the Northern Ap- 
palachian area, Indiana, Illinois 
and a number of disticts west of 
the Mississippi. 


ACTION DEFERRED ON PLAN 
TO PUT STOKERS IN SCHOOLS 


The Building Committee of the 
Board of Education decided at an 
informal — yesterday to 
defer action on the proposed in- 
stallation of coal stokers in 62 
schools until next summer, when 
the project can be completed at 
less cost. 

The plan to install the stokers 
was developed at conferences with 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann sév- 
eral weeks ago. Its purpose was, 
in part, to release several thou- 
sand tons of smokeless coal held 
by the schools for general use in 
the city. 

James L, Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Smoke Elimination Committee 
who attended the meeting, said 
that because of the cost and time 
necessary to install the devices, 
and the expense of removing coal 
now in school bins, the saving in 
coal would not have been great 
during this heating season.

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CHINESE CAPTURE 
SEVERAL PLAUES 
~ NEAR GHANGTER 


2000 Japs Reported En- 
circled, 500 of Them 
Killed — U. S. Flyers 
Down 10 Planes. 


CHUNGKING, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The recapture of Niupitan, east of 
Changteh, the retaking of 10 vil- 
lages northwest of Changteh and 
the encirclement of 2000 Japanese, 
more than 500 of whom were 
killed, were announced by the Chi- 
mese high command today in con- 
tinued bloody fighting for the 
“rice bowl” in Hunan province. 


Escaping remnants of the sur- 
rounded force fled toward Linli, 
25 miles north of Changteh. 

The Chinese admitted the loss of 
Shihmen, an important town 40 
miles northwest of Changteh. 

Chinese Take Panlungkiao. 

Panlungkiao, 20 miles northwest 
of Changteh, was among the towns 
occupied by the Chinese. 

In taking Panlungkiao the Chi- 
nese asserted they beat off strong 
counterattacks by reinforced en- 
emy units which a communique 
said yesterday were striking back 
under cover of heavy artillery fire 
and poison gas. 

“Many of our officers and men 
were poisoned,” said the Chinese 
high command, which on several 
occasions recently has accused the 
Japanese of employing poison gas. 

Americans Bomb Ansiang. 

The Chinese were receiving con- 
tinued effective support from 
American airmen in their battle to 
clear the enemy from the “rice 
bowl” area. 

A communique from headquar- 
ters of the United States Army 
Fourteenth Air Force today said 
that Mitchell bombers, escorted by 
fighters, had hammered Japanese 
installations at Ansiang and Shi- 
show in the Tungting Lake sector 
Saturday, dropping 12 tons of 
bombs and starting many fires. 
All planes returned safely. 

It reported that on the same 
day American fighters intercepted 
a force of enemy fighters and 
divebombers returning to base and 
shot down eight Zeros and two 
divebombers without loss. 

(The Tokyo radio said 12 China- 
based American bombers paid a 
return visit today to frequently 
bombed Hanoi, in French Indo- 
China. The broadcast gave no de 
tails on the damage. 

(A Demei news agency broad- 
cast from Tokyo said American 
Liberators and Mitchells smashed 
at the Hankow area last night in 
two waves.)

A direct hit on his post 
at 1fa. m. gave him a painful eye 
injury, but he refused to leave and 
directed the breaking up of a sec- 
ond German attack. Not until his 
battalion had been established for 
the night did he accept medical 
treatment, and then he returned 
to his post to direct the breaking 
of a third attack. 


Lt. Berteau, an officer in the 
same battalion, received his medal 
for saving three wounded soldiers 
under artillery and machine-gun 
fire on the Salerno beaches. 


Col. Tucker, commander of a 
parachute infantry unit, organized 
and led 23 men through heavy 
enemy artillery fire and drove en- 
trenched Germans from a hill in 
Italy. Five of the men became 
casualties, but Col. Tucker and the 
rest of the men held the hill 
against counterattacks until rein- 
forcements arrived.

EARLY HINTS ROOSEVELT 
MAY MAKE ORAL REPORT 
TO CONGRESS ON PARLEYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13. 


ONGRESS may hear from 
* President Roosevelt a first- 

hand report of his confer- 
ences abroad, The possibility 
was held out today by Presi- 
dential Secretary Stephen Early 
who said he would “naturally 
anticipate” an invitation for 
Roosevelt to address the Con- 
gress as did Secretary of State 
Hull on his return from Mos- 
cow.

. Poor Flying Weather. 

The German Air Force was out 
in some strength over the battle 
area Saturday, making about 130 
sorties during the day, but lapsed 
into its usual inactivity yesterday. 

Bad weather likewise curtailed 
Allied air operations although 
fighters and fighter-bombers on 
offensive patrols destroyed a num- 
ber of motor vehicles near Chieti 
in the Adriatic coastal sector and 
attacked Itri on the Appian Way 
just above Gaeta in the western 
sector. 

Medium bombers also ranged up 
the Appian Way and attacked the 
railway yards and an airfield at 
Terracina, 20 miles northwest of 
Gaeta. All aircraft returned from 
the day’s activities. 

An official announcement dis- 
closed that the Italian air force, 
as well as Italian troops, has be- 
gun active operations with the Al- 
lies. 

A formation of Italian Savoia 
Marchetti transport planes, escort- 
ed by American Lightnings, recent- 
ly went to the aid of a beleaguered 
Italian garrison in the mountains 
in the interior of Yugoslavia, drop- 
ping tons of supplies. One of the 
transports landed and evacuated 
eight wounded Italian soldiers and 
the crew of a plane destroyed on 
the ground during an earlier sup- 
ply mission. 

A dispatch from Associated Press 
Correspondent Don Whitehead, 
who is with the Fifth Army, dis- 
closed that Italian labor battalions 
are being driven by German guns 
to work on new defenses around 
and beyond Cassino to which the 
Germans may fall back after the 
Fifth Army completely smashes 
the Garigliano line. 

An Italian high school boy and a 
University of Naples student, who 
escaped from the Germans, re- 
ported to American officers that 
the Germans were building a com- 
plex system of trenches, machine- 
gun nests and gun positions. 

The two said that from Oct. 4 
to 13 they were with a gang of 300 
Italians working along the Rapido 
River near Cassino. There they 
cleared trees, vines and shrub- 
bery from the left bank of the 
stream .to give the Germans a 
clear view of the approaches and 
to remove cover helpful to attack- 
ing troops. 

Then they dug a system of T 
trenches near the river edge 30 to 
40 feet apart so that every foot of 
the opposite bank could be covered 
by fire} The Nazis had the Italians 
cover these trenches with branches 
to hide them from observation 
planes. : 

From Oct. 13 to Nov. 2 the two 
worked in the hills west of Cas- 
sino building small forts of lum- 
ber covered with concrete. 

After that period the Italians 
were put to work on antitank 
ditches, underground ammunition 
dumps, mine fields and laying of 
barbed wire. 

Because of the intensity of the 
American artillery fire the Ger- 
mans are being forced to put much 
of their stores, ammunition and 
food underground, either in caves 
or in dugouts. 


RUSSIANS ATTACK,

Nazis managed to push forward a 
few kilometers they found them- 
selves confronted with new Soviet 
defense lines set up by the engi- 
neers, Superior Russian artillery, 
which destroyed hundreds of 
tanks, also has played a vital role.

New Advance on Kirovograd. 

The Red Army drive’ for Kiro- 
vograd was resisted stubbornly by 
the Germans in one area yester- 
day, but they were finally forced 
to retreat in disorder after they 
were hit from the flank by Rus- 
sian infantry and tanks, the Soviet 
command said, In another sector, 
800 Nazis were reported killed and 
25 tanks disabled or burned. 

The Second Ukrainian Army of 
Gen, Ivan S. Konev is now mid- 
way between Kirovograd and the 
railway junction of Dolinovka. 
One force is moving toward Kiro- 
vograd from the southeast while 
another is pushing down on Doli- 
novka from the northwest. The 
entire core of communications in 
this area is thus threatened. 

(The Berlin radio reported that 
German troops have driven Rus- 
sian forces back across the Dnie- 
per River north of Zaporozhe in 
the Dnieper Bend, wiping out the 
Soviet brideghead in this sector. 
The broadcast, by the Interna- 
tional Information Bureau, Nazi 
propaganda agency, was not con- 
firmed by any other source.)

Our most glaring shortcoming in 
Italy has been our inability to 
supply the population with neces- 
gities, such as food and clothing. 
There has been no starvation but 
there is a scarcity of everything, 
and if that scarcity were aggra- 
vated the results would be unpleas- 
ant. At the present time, we are 
doing little more than maintain- 
ing life in the population in some 
outlying districts and particularly 
in many villages near the fighting 
front. We have often left peo- 
ple to their own miserable re- 
sources for weeks after our ar- 
rival. 


Outstanding Mistakes. 

Leading causes for this deplora- 
ble situation are these: 

1. A fundamental failure on the 
part of our military authorities to 
understand that the feeding and 
clothing of the population is a ba- 
sic plank in our platform; that it 
is intended to bind the fruits of 
victory and is not simply a notion 
of altruists. 

2. Shortage of shipping, coupled 
with a tendency on the part of the 
aforementioned authorities not to 
provide the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment with the necessary priori- 


a good administrative getup 
manned by the citizens of the 
country concerned and responsible 
to a decent authoritative govern- 
ment. 


If military government is going 
to work in France, or Norway, 
or Belgium, or Holland, or in any 
enemy country, we must also be 
sure, before we ever attempt to 
establish such a government, that 
it is not subject to the whims of 
military authorities, buf that it 
has the full authority of the White 
House and of Downing street. As 
an integral part of our invasion 
force, schedules for the shipment 
of foodstuffs and clothing must be 
laid down soberly and with a full 
appreciation of the difficulties, and 
those schedules must be main- 
tained to the minute. If we are 
able to uncover larger local sup- 
plies of food and clothing than we 
anticipate before going into a 
country, our schedules can easily 
be reduced. Experience shows that 
they certainly cannot be increased. 

The requisitioning of civilian 
articles must be carefully super- 
vised by a special authority.

They 
don’t even say the barges were 
sunk by hard-hitting PT (patrol 
torpedo) boats which rapidly are 
becoming among the enemy’s most 
hated foes, 

Neither do the communiques 
tell of boys like Gunner John J. 
Sullivan, Springfield, Mass., who 
blew a Japanese barge sky high 
with a single burst from a ma- 
chine gun, or Gunnersmate San- 
ford Martin, Richmond, Va., or 
more than a hundred youths like 
them who are fighting a savage 
war against the Japanese. 


PTs Strike at Night. 

When American and Australian 
ground forces started hammering 
the enemy back from their north- 
ern New Guinea bages they needed 
help to keep the Japanese from 
increasing their forces or even 
supplying those they had. The 
Air Corps did the job in daytime, 
but there was a big gap at night. 
There was a job for PT boats. 

How well the PTs handled the 
task is shown in the sinking of 
more than 75 enemy barges since 
the fall of Finschhafen last Sep- 
tember, 

Once five good-sized barges 
loaded with enemy troops sought 
to break through the blockade 
from New Britain to New Guinea, 
but in the dark of night found 
the American boats in their midst. 
Firing from less than 75 yards 
the PTs sank every barge, killing

than 11 months before conclusion 
of the armistice on the Western 
Front put an end to the war, an 
armistice was signed between the 
German high command and the 
Bolshevik government of Russia 
which terminated hostilities all the 
way from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea and deprived the Allies of the 
help of the Russian armies. On 
thet date the Western Allies lost 
their second front, and never got 
it back. By putting Russia out of 
the war, the Germans were en- 
abled to-shift the bulk of their 
forces to the west and to regain 
the initiative there that they had 
lost for more than a year.

From Dec. 7, 1941, until the end 
of the following November, Axis 
submarines took a toll of 585 Al- 
lied and neutral ships in the West- 
ern Atlantic, a weekly average of 
more than 10 ships. 

In the next 12 months an- 
nounced shipping losses in the 
“same waters dropped to 110 ves- 
sels or about two ships a week.

Law Above Might 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I would like to reply to the letter, 
“Against World Police Plan,” by Rich- 
ard M. Weiss. He indulged in as novel, 
if specious, a bit of reasoning as I’ve 
encountered in some time. 

Starting with the premise that “the 
entire moral code of Western civilization 
is based on the principle that no man 
shall be held for the crime of another,” 
Mr. Weiss reasons that “law can be en- 
forced only against the individual,” and 
concludes by excoriating “liberal inter- 
nationalists” as proposing “a return to 
the barbarism of mass coercion as a 
principle of law.” 

It has been some thousands of years 
since man lived and breathed entirely 
on his own.. Long ago he evolved means 
of conducting certain of his affairs in 
concert with one or more of his fellow 
men without dodging the individual re- 
sponsibilities arising from such conduct. 

What is there inherently barbarous 
about that portion of our civil code 
which makes a member of a business 
or professional firm responsible for the 
acts of his partner? Or in what way 
does coercion rear its ugly head when 
the stockholders in a corporation, en- 
trusting the handling of their affairs to 
a duly elected board of directors, are 
held legally responsible to the extent of 
their interest for the acts of that direc- 
torate? 

Men do, in perfect legality, organize 
their affairs into communal form: into 
villages, cities, states and nations. Where 
democratic processes prevail, men then 
elect a select few to govern their com- 
munal affairs, and, Mr. Weiss to the con- 
“rary notwithstanding, these selected 
representatives do enter covenants and 
accept responsibilities in the name of 
their electorate, 

And all that the “Pollyannas of the 
political world” hope for is that nations 
of men through their governmental rep- 
resentatives will some day hold them- 
selves amenable to a law transcending 
that of might. 

Idealistic? Perhaps. And yet prob- 
ably no more so than it must have 
seemed to Neanderthal Man, peering out 
from behind his thorned bludgeon, that 
Mr. Weiss should ever allow himself to 
be pulled over to the curb for speeding 
without bludgeoning the traffic police- 
man who proffered him the ticket.

For Federal Liquor Control 


The Senate subcommittee investigating the 
whisky crisis has unearthed so many. ugly facts 
and so many portents of crime to come that there 
can no longer be any doubt that Federal control 
of the entire liquor industry, supervising the flow 
of goods all the way from distiller to consumer, is 
needed. 

Senator Van Nuys of Indiana, chairman of the 
investigating committee, painted a true picture 
of the crisis when he said that “many of the 
unwholesome conditions which prevailed during 
prohibition are returning—racketeering, profiteer- 
ing, hi-jacking and now the black market.” He 
suggests that the tax-exemption period for ware- 
housed liquor be seduced from eight to four years, 
to force increased amounts of whisky onto the 
market. He would allow distillers, who for the 
past year have produced only altohol for war, to 
make alcohol for beverage purposes five days a 
month. Senator Wherry of Nebraska, a member 
of the committee, recommends nationwide liquor 
rationing, a measure which Van Nuys frowns 
upon. 

While the investigating committee gropes 
toward an answer to the question, complications 
continue to pile up. Negotiations by the state 
liquor control commissions of Oregon and Wash- 
ington to buy the entire stocks of two Kentucky 
distilleries, and thereby hoard a two-year sup- 
ply, can only aggravate the trend toward a 
figurative hi-jacking of the liquor industry by 
the. underworld, 

The huge deal, involying some 4,000,000 gallons 
of whisky, will, if consummated, accelerate the 
scramble for liquor stocks, which hitherto had 
been engaged in principally by the distillers. It 
will accentuate the shortage elsewhere in the 
country, and will correspondingly widen the op- 
portunity for moonshining, hi-jacking, liquor-cut- 
ting and bootlegging. 

Clearly it is time for a single Federal control 
to be set up to insure the greatest possible order- 
liness in the liquor industry. Positive measures 
will be required to oppose successfully the efforts 
of lawless elements to take over. The Government 
should assume wartime responsibility for the 
industry with the dominant purpose of preserving 
law and order. Distribution of stocks, declarations 
of dividends and transfers of ownership should be 
regulated with this purpose paramount, and should 
not be permitted to serve the purposes of price 
inflation or: stock speculation. The rate at 
which the dwindling liquor supplies should be 
parceled out, and the questions of when and to 
what portion of capacity and for how long dis- 
tilleries should be allowed to return to the pro- 
duction of alcohol for beverage purposes, should 
be determined by the yardstick of crime control. 

So much can be taken for granted—that the 
task is going to be tremendously difficult. While 
Senator Van Nuys’ tax proposal may be good 
enough as far as it goes, it is a rather rough 
and arbitrary method, which may supplement but 
cannot take the place of systematic rationing. 

Rationing is one of the most important possi- 
bilities that the committee will have to weigh. 
If it is determined upon, how is it to be admin- 
istered? OPA has its hands more than ful] al- 
ready; would it not be better to set up a Federal 
liquor control authority and entrust to it every 
phase of the vast problem? These are questions 
to which the Senate committee must find answers, 
and reasonably practical answers, in order. to 
discharge its responsibilities. 

For clouded though the solution may be, the 
nature of the problem is appallingly apparent. 

A crisis which begins to approach the law- 
lessness brought about by. prohibition is in the 
making. It is a crisis that will require — 
and tough action.

The House Thinks It Over 


At last the weight of public opinion is making 
itself felt in,the notorious raid on Congress which

der the guise of a states’ rights fight. The re- 
sult.is that the bill the insurance monopoly has 
been trying to force through, to exempt the in- 
surance business from the Federal anti-trust laws, 
is about to receive much more careful scrutiny 
than was expected, 

Full debate on the measure will be insisted on 
by Representative Charles La Follette of In- 
diana, who announces that today he will speak on 
it at length, and will challenge its supporters to 
answer questions concerning it. 


Representative La Follette joins Representative 
Sam M. Russell of Texas in taking the mask off 
this bill. Both, in earlier speeches in the House, 
have branded it for what it is—a deliberate at- 
tempt to use Congress to neutralize in advance a 
possible decision by the United States Supreme 
Court which might have the effect of checking 
certain monopolistic privileges now enjoyed by 
the insurance companies. 


In other words, there is now the prospect that, 
if not interfered with, the high court possibly 
will decide, in a pending appeal, that the insur- 
ance business is interstate commerce and, there- 
fore, is subject to the Federal anti-trust laws. 
But in the pending measure, Congress would say 
that it does not intend that the insurance busi- 
nesses shall be subject to the anti-trust laws. 

Thus, enactment of the bill would serve notice 
on the Supreme Court that it is not free to apply 

* principles of law to this business, but 
would have to respect the cloak of immunity the

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A Signal to the Satellites 


Eduard Benes has signed a historic document 
in Moscow, The little sociology professor whose 
great love for humanity and whose idealization 
of the rights of common men brought him to the 
presidengy of Europe's ils and bravest re- 
public has affixed his signature to a treaty that 
symbolizes Czechoslovakia’s truest friendship. 

The Soviet Union and the Munich-lost land 
of Benes have a bond of suffering stronger than 
that of any other two nations on the continent. 
Both foresaw, and wailed in the wilderness of, 
the menace of Nazidom. They alone, of the whole 
Western world, sought to dam the Fascist flood: 
It was Russia only, through Litvinoff, then For- 
eign Minister, who offered aid to the doomed but 
sturdy little country, forsaken by France and Brit- 
ain in a blind and hopeless diplomatic bargain 
made to preserve “peace in our time.” 

This pact for mutual assistance and postwar 
collaboration does more than open the way to 
Polish co-operation with two neighbors even more 
determined than the Polish goverfiment-in-exile 
to forestall another drang nach osten by paranoid 
Prussians. It reaffirms Stalin’s friendliness 
toward a truly democratic system of government, 
since the Czech President is the one exiled leader 
who was chosen by “free choice of liberated peo- 
ples. ” 

It signals to the roiled Balkans, even more 
forcefully than did Secretary Hull Saturday eve- 
ning, that the Allies are in full and binding ac- 


cord, that the smallness or temporary weakness - 


of a nation’does not reduce its stature in their 
eyes, that the freedoms the Allies offer are hon- 
est and unconditional. It reminds Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania, Hungary and Austria, the satellites in 
tumult, that revolt now is a helpful bid for the 
greatest —— in the future, 
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Showdown on School Board Secrecy 


Considering the undiluted repugnance with 
which the average St. Louisan looks upon the 
matter of School Board secrecy, it is astounding 
to learn that the revision of this dangerous pol- 
icy at tomorrow night’s board meeting is far 
from assured. 

The advocates of committee secrecy showed 
signs a month ago of bowing to the weight of 
public opinion, which had solidly condemned re- 
vival of the method so closely associated with 
school-system scandals of the past. Present in- 
dications are, however, that they will try to cloud 
the issue and so avoid a decision at tomorrow 
night’s session. 

The scheme is to refer the matter to a special 
Rules and Revision Committee, for contemplation, 
rumination, reverie—and delay. Such a step 
could tie up a decision for months, maybe for a 
year, and meanwhile committees would continue 
to meet behind closed doors, artfully keeping the 
public in the dark on the handling of its own 
business. : 

Why does any new committee need to study 
this issue, which has been thoroughly discussed 
in the months since it was revived? For no rea- 
son, except to delay action, and thereby frustrate 
the public will, 

There is probably a board majority against se- 
crecy. Yet unless these members take the initia- 
tive, they are likely to find themselves so in- 
volved in tricky parliamentary pitfalls that noth- 
ing will be done. 

The issue is clear and simple: secret commit- 
tee sessions vs. open sessions. Why, not face 
the issue and decide the matter on its merits? 


‘Why not a clear statement from every board 


member and a vote.directly on the subject? 

Evading the issue will show a fear of public 
opinion, Continuing the secrecy policy will in- 
dicate contempt for public opinion, Surely there 
are enough enlightened members to guide the 
board away from so dangerous a course, 
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The Governor Temporizes 

Again Gov. Donnell temporizes, The three ac- 
tive members of the St. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners were in conference with him in 
Jefferson City Friday night. The Governor had 
full opportunity then and there to get at the 
facts in the mishandling of the gambling situa- 
tion in St. Louis, If he failed to do so, it was 
his own fault.

The Axis has done a great deal of dam- 
age which can never be repaired. Material 
of the most precious sort, which is human 
material, has been destroyed for good and 
all, or has been left in such a ravaged state 
that its value is a fraction of what it was. 


It is imperative to realize this destruc. 
tion and its extreme degree, because it has 
a bearing on our political behavior in the 
future and will demand certain important 
adjustments from us. The most irreparable 
damage of all is that which has been done 
to the children of Europe, 


There are, or rather were, just under 400 
million people living in Europe when. the 
war began. Of these, much more than half 
are now living in conditions which must 
inflict permanent injury on their children. . 

That is\the great blow which the Nazis 
have dealt to the physica] stock of Euro- 
pean mankind. There are other blows of 


a material nature, some even sharper, such 


as the deportation of innumerable Jewish 
families to districts in Poland where it is 
impossible for them to find any means of 
existence. There are innumerable blows at 
the mental health of childhood. 


One Corner of Europe 


However, the extent of this damage can 
best be grasped, not if we dazzle our sym- 
pathies with astronomical figures relating 
to suffering, but if we concentrate on a 
minute corner of Europe and see what the 


Axis has done to the children there. 


Yugoslavia has now been partitioned in 
three. The central part, containing 900,000 
inhabitants, was occupied and annexed by 
the Germans. The Italians took the West- 
ern district, around Ljubljana, the Sloven- 
ian capital, with about 230,000 inhabitants. 
The Hungarians took a fertile Hastern dis- 
trict, with about 86,000 inhabitants. 

Of these powers, the Germans have be- 
haved the worst, and their hands have 
rested heavily on the children. Their gen- 
eral alm has been to convert the Slovene 
population into an inferior sort of German 
and to exterminate those who will not sub- 
mit to this conversion, 


Shortly after the occupation of Yugo- 
slavia, three entire districts were cleared 
of their inhabitants, who numbered 75,000. 
Decent householders had to turn out of 
their houses, leaving behind their furniture, 


‘linen, plate, clothes and all other posses- 


sions down to the children’s toys; these 
homes and these possessions were after- 
ward usurped by German families who were 
sent down to colonize the district, while 
the Slovenes, men, women and children 
alike, were sent off to work as slaves in 
Germany and Poland. 


Children Are Shipped Away 


Then, in the summer of 1941, about 8000 
children between the ages of 2 and 10 were 
sent to Germany for re-education; and since 
then many other children have been sent 
to special camps in order that they may 
be lost to the Slovene people. Obviously a 
harassed state engaged in total warfare 
cannot handle these children humanely. 


This is what the Axis has done to child- 
hood in one little corner of Europe. If the 
searchlight is turned on any part of the 
occupied area, it will show a picture which 
may be worse, but will not be much better. 


It is important that this situation should 


be realized, for several reasons. First, 
those who actively make the peace by their 
political activities and those who make it 
passively by forming public opinion must 
keep in mind the anguish felt by the peo- 
ples of Europe, the natural and proper 
anguish, 

The Americans and the English must 
realize the plight of victims of the Axis 
and must not grudge the heaviest expendi- 
ture on sending relief, even if it means a_ 
considerable delay before they themselves 
can return to their normal way of living. 


Relief Is an Essential 


They must hold fast to their resolution 
to give this relief, even though its admin- 
istration is bound to be a disheartening 
and disagreeable task; for it is certain that 
those who receive such relief will seem un- 
grateful and even unworthy. The mother 
of a child who has disappeared in Ger- 
many will not smile happily when she is 
given a tin of corned beef or a bottle of 
vitamin tablets; what she will want is her 
irrecoverable child. 

The children who will have to be fed and 
clothed and taught by the relief workers 
will most of them have become little 
horrors, meat for the psychological clinic, 
Many of them will have forgotten the mean- 
ing of cleanliness and decency, some of 
them will have been infected with the 
sadism of the Nazi faith, all will be nerve- 
shattered. Every relief worker will need 
to be a wise and patient saint. But an 
army of such saints must be found. 


For these assaults on childhood were 
made with the deliberate intention of wip- 
ing out the races to which these peoplé be- 
long, and the attempt has very nearly suc- 
ceeded. To return to our example, there 
were not quite 1,250,000 Slovenes to start 
with. At least 20,000 Slovene children are 
known for certain to have disappeared in 
circumstances which make their return to 
their families impossible or in the highest 
degree improbable, 


Threat to a Whole People 


This means that the race is really threat- 
ened with extinction, for the survivors have 
their expectation of life greatly diminished 
by certain factors which are found in the 
native population of every country occu- 
pied by the Axis, such as the increase in 
tuberculosis. Unless special measures are 
taken to preserve the life of as many of 
these survivors as possible, there will not 
be enough Slovenes to work the area which 
has cradled their culture, and their tradi- 
tional way of living will disappear. <A co- 
herent group acting according to fixed 
standards will be replaced by scattered in- 
dividuals with no established social pattern. 


The United States has had enough trou. 
ble dealing with immigrants who have lost 
contact with their people’s traditional way 
of living to know what a Europe living 
without the guide of established social pat- 
terns would be like as a neighbor. To pre- 
serve the children of Europe and restore 
them to the enjoyment of their national 
traditions is therefore an essential prepara- 
tion for peace.

“Henry Ponsonby,” by Arthur Ponsonby. 
lan Co., New York.) 

The biography of any man given to an 
engrossing work must be the story of his 
work, but Henry Ponsonby, secretary to 
Queen Victoria, in this biography written 
by his son, seems called to unwarranted 
sacrifice of his family and his personality 
for the unbending little lady of Balmoral.” 
Arthur Ponsonby claims no greatness for 
his father, but we like the man and are 
not sure we like his job. 

The book is in the main a particularized 
reflection of English affairs in relation ta 
Victoria, from 1870 to 1895, but begins and 
ends on a more persona] note, There is a 
fine introductory portrait of the soldier 
and Governor of Malta, Henry Ponsonby’s 
father. Henry goes from happy boyhood 
into the congenial career of a soldier, laid 
aside when, after being equerry to Albert 
and later to Victoria, he becomes the 
Queen’s Private Secretary. 

* — 


This office necessitated long separations 
from his children and his wife.

However, the mistress was 
a personality. Salisbury hoped that she 
would at. 73, while on the Continent, see 
William II, who “proposes all sorts of wild 
schemes for England,” Ponsonby wrote 
that she answered, “No, no, I really cannot 

go about keeping everybody in order.” 

America comes in for a little notice. 
During the Civil War, when we naturally 
bore watching, Ponsonby was stationed with 
the Army in Canada, In 1877, Pierrepont, 
our Minister, expressed to him the American 
admiration for Victoria; but most interest- 
ing, he looked “in the fullness of time” 
for such a war threatening Englanad as 
rendered it then wise to make us, her nat- 
ural friends, into allies. In 1891, the British 
Minister in Washington refers humorously 
to women holding office in Kansas, and 
ends his letter with the hope of being 
“able to run over next year pour me re 
tremper dans la civilization” (to expose 
myself again to civilization). But we 
Americans can take it.

They find that while 
the Cairo conference settled the 
boundaries of Japan, it did not 
settle the future of Hongkong, 
Burma, Indo-China, and of the 
whole colonial and dependent 
world. They find that while the 
Teheran conference settled the 
military issues which threatened 
to divide Russia from the western 
allies, this is not a sufficiently in- 
teresting achievement.

HERE is here not only a 
sound rule of diplomacy; it is 
elementary practical wisdom in all 
the affairs of life. If, for example, 
a young man in high school wishes 
at the age of 40 to be the vice- 
president of the First National 
Bank, the worst way to realize his 
ambition is for him to try to de- 
cide at the age of 15 whether for 
a vice-president of the bank it will 
do him any good to study botany.

ROOSEVELT'S AID. DIES 


White House Secretary for 10 
Years—President Sends 
Message on Loss. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP),— 
Presidential Secretary Marvin H. 
McIntyre died today after a long 
iliness and President Roosevelt 
from abroad termed it the loss of 
“a public servant whose whole 
career emphasized fidelity and 
er McIntyre was 65 years 
old. 

He died here at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Fred Warren, with 
his wife and son, Lt. Kennedy 
McIntyre of the Navy, at his side. 
Mrs, Warren is with her husband 
in California. 

Funeral services will be at Cave 
Hill Cemetery in Louisville, Ky., 
on Wednesday. McIntyre was born 
at La Grange, Ky. 

The President, on his way home 
from conferences in Cairo and 
Teheran, was notified of MclIn- 
tyre’s passing. He sent this mes- 
sage to the White House: 

“Another faithful servant is lost 
to the public service in the death 
of Marvin McIntyre. Despite the 
handicap of frail health in recent 
years which would have defeated a 
less valiant spirit he could not be 
persuaded by any consideration of 
self interest to relax his devotion 
to the heavy and important duties 
and responsibilities which fell to 
him to discharge. 

“To me personally his death 
means the severing of a close 
friendship of a quarter of a cen- 
tury. We at the White House shall 
miss him. We shall remember him 
as a public servant whose whole 
career emphasized fidelity and in- 
tegrity in the performance of the 
many tasks which made up his 
busy day. We shall remember also 
his never failing humor, his cheer- 
ful spirit and his every ready help- 
fulness throughout these years.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt, in New York, of- 
fered to cancel engagements and 
return to Washington, but Mrs. 
McIntyre asked her not to do so. 

Stephen Early, Presidential press 
secretary, told reporters that the 
news was “probably the saddest 
announcement I have ever given 
from this desk.” 

McIntyre had been associated 
with Roosevelt more than 20 
years. He served as his publicity 
representative during the vice- 
presidential campaign of 1920. 

Prior to that, he was a news- 
paper man in Louisville, Ky., Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and Washington, D. C. 

During the World War he served 
as a special assistant to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy on public rela- 
tions matters. 

Immediately on the President's 
assumption of office, he was 
appointed secretary.

“You 
should be able to do an appen- 
dectomy, shave a thorough knowl- 
edge of traumatic surgery and be 
able to detect pneumonia, mala- 
ria, dysentery, plague, typhus and 
you should know how to treat and 
prevent the recurrence of these dis- 
eases.” 

Outlining advances made by 
Army and Navy medical men since 
the start of the war, he said meth- 
ods have now been perfected to 
the extent that the majority neuro- 
psychiatric cases make quick re- 
coveries. In Navy aviation, a suit 
has been made for dive bomber 
pilots that lessens the chances of 
them “blacking out,” or becoming 
unconscious at the end of a steep, 
swift dive. 

Methods of treating shrapnel 
wounds, bullet wounds and hand 
grenade wounds have been im- 
proved through the use of the sul- 
pha drugs, Comdr. Hogan said, and 
by refraining from making sutures 
in the majority of cases except to 
wounds about the face and mouth. 

He. praised highly the mobile 
base hospital units, erected by Sea- 
Bees, the Navy’s construction bat- 
talion, and mentioned particularly 
one such hospital in New Hebrides 
where the mortality rate in 
wounded was less than 1 per cent. 
Three doctors on the staff of this 
hospital, he said, have been grad- 
uated from Washington University 
School of Medicine.

WALLACE CROSSLEY 
DIES IN WARRENSBURG 


Publisher and Former Missouri 
Official Was Ill for 
Several Months. 


WARRENSBURG, Mo., Dee. 13 
(AP).—Wallace Crossley, manag- 
ing editor of the Warrensburg 
Star-Journal and former Lieuten- 
ant Governor of Missouri, died at 
his home here today. He was 69 
years old. He had been ill several 
months. 

A resident of .Warrensbug since 
1900, Crossley became part owner 
and editor of the daily and weekly 
Star in 1903. Ten years later he 
purchased the Journal-Democrat 
and merged the newspapers into 
the Star-Journal. 

In 1904 Crossley wag elected to 
the Missouri Legislature as repre- 
sentative from Johnson County, 
serving three terms. He also had 
served four years as a State Sen- 
ator. In 1916, he was elected Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Missouri and 
while in that post he was appoint- 
ed by the late President Wilson as 
Federal fuel administrator of Mis- 
souri. 

Crossley also had been in charge 
of the State Civil Works Adminis- 
tration and the Federal Emergency 
Relief. Later he asked to be re- 
lieved of those positions and he 
Was appointed a member of the 
State Social Security Commission 
by Ex-Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. He 
later was elected vice-chairman,

DE GAULLE CITIZENSHIP PLEDGE 
TO ARABS RAISES QUESTIONS 


ALGIERS, Dec. 13 (AP).—Arabs 
generally welcomed today the 
promise of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, 


in a speech at Constantine yester- 
day, that they would be given full 
citizenship rights in Algeria’s three 
departments but just how the 
French National Committee pro- 
posed to implement the pledges 
remained to be seen. Nor was it 
disclosed whether Arabs still would 
be required to renounce Koranic 
law. 

If all Arabs were given French 
citizenship without reserve they 
easily could control politically all 
three departments, Algiers, Oran 
and Constantine, and hence the 
entire province. This might bring 
strong objections from Jews in 
the European population. 

In his speech, De Gaulle also as- 
serted “a concentrated assault” on 
Germany from the East, West and 
South was being prepared by the 
Allies and that France would not 
rest until the moment “when free 
nations meet on the soil of de- 
feated Germany.”

His book “Under Cover,” a best 
seller, is an expose of Fascist ele- 
ments in this country, particularly 
in Chicago and Detroit, where 
Carlson joined several organiza- 
tions under an assumed name. 

_Forces of oppression, he said, 
are attempting to establish them- 
selves in the United States and 
other countries of the Western 
Hemisphere. The Fascist regimes 
of Italy, Germany and Spain are 
being used as models. \ The anti- 
semitic outbreaks in ton re 
cently, he said, formed a pattern 
for the rest of the country, just as 
the beginnings of Hitlerism set a 
pattern for what was to happen in 
Germany. 

Carlson, who came here from 
New York, identified himself as a 
native Armenian, born Arthur De- 
rounian. His: ipvestigations and 
subsequent publication of them in 
book form started when he was 
aroused to a “white heat” by the 


clergyman by what he described 

as “Fascist terrorists.” He did not 

“Only unconditional surrender of 
the enemy at home,” Carlson de- 
clared, “could safeguard democ- 
racy.” Petty Fascist leaders, he 
went on, are waiting only for “re- 
spectable leadership” before start- 
ing a third political party in 
America, which, in his opinion, 
would be a revival of the America| w 
First movement which advocated 
national isolation until the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Carlson warned that there 
should be constant vigilance 
against any plea for nationalism, 
saying it would probably be en- 
gendered by Fascist 
There is hope for America, how- 
ever, for the: people, he said, are 
sang to know truth and to fight 
or it.

Can’t Maintain Even Sub- 
standard of Living, Com; 
mission Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Portraying dismal conditions in 
the Caribbean area, the United 
States section of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Caribbean Commission report- 
ed today that the islands’ problems 
“remain unfinished business chal- 
lenging the combined efforts of 
the governments concerned.” 

This analysis by the United 
States members of the joint com- 
mission said the area is socially 
and economically out of step in a 
progressing Western hemisphere 
and added that war conditions 
make it difficult “to maintain even 
the normal substandards of liv- 
ing.” 

The report of the joint commis- 
gion, organized in 1942 to combat 
problems involving “the very eco- 
nomic existence of the islands,” 
was published by the State De- 
partment. ; 

“The simple wartime formula 
‘tighten your belt’ could not be ap- 
plied to populations (nearly 14 
million) whose belts had already 
been drawn to the last notch,” the 
report observed. 

The commission’s efforts to aid 
the islanders, the report said, in- 
cluded stimulation of domestic 
production with the United States 
assuring purchase at fair prices 
of certain exportable foods needed 
in other islands. 

Rationing also was instituted, 
exports were controlled and steps 
taken to check rising living costs, 
partly through subsidy payments. 
Construction of United States air 
and naval bases and temporary 
movement of agricultural labor to 
the United States helped to alle- 
Viate unemployment caused by 
war restrictions on commerce, the 
report added.

THINKS JAPANESE USE 
OLD MANILA DUNGEONS 


Repatriated Reporter Tells of 
Torture Chambers of Spanish 
Origin,

repatriated after eight years in the 
Pacific war zone, including 21 
months in a Japanese interment 
camp near Manila.)

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Some years ago, with a party of 
United States Army officers, I vis- 
ited old Fort Santiago in Manila 
to view the torture chambers used 
by the Spanish before American 
forces drove them from the Philip- 
pines in 1898. 

In recent years the old fortifica- 
tion, on the east bank of the Pasig 
River near Manila Bay; had been 
headquarters of the Philippine De- 
partment, United States Army. 

Today the Japanese military po- 
lice, most feared and hated unit of 
the Nippon army, are using it for 
“special” prisoners, In it they have 
cages, such as one expects to find 
in a zoo, and into these cages have 
thrown many of Americans, Fili- 
pinos; Chinese and others, Many 
come out alive, but close to the 
brink of death. Just what the Japs 
inflicted upon them we did not 
know, because those who returned 
to us were silent, 

Some never came out, such as 
Chinese Consul General Dr. K. 
Young, ex-Consul General Mok and 
many other Chinese who were 
loyal to their motherland. Many 
Filipinos took their last ride from 
Fort Santiago to Cemeterio del 
Norte where they were blasted into 
common graves by Japanese firing 
squads. 

“Special” cases at the fort in- 
cluded those of Roy C. Bennett, 
editor and manager of the Manila 
Daily Bulletin and former newspa- 
perman in Philadelphia and Lex- 


ington, Ky.; H. McCullough-Dick, 
British owner and publisher of the 
Philippine Free Press; Fred Ste- 
vens, American, a Masonic leader 
in the islands, and many others. 
They came out alive. Bennett was

Carriers of 
Typhoid Are 
Still Around

HE Los Angeles newspapers 

carry the account of a small 

epidemic of typhoid fever. 
There were 21 cases in all. Of these 
11 were caused by carriers, and 10 
of these carriers were grandmoth- 
ers. 

It is a remarkable but perfectly 
understandable situation. Anyone 
old enough to be a grandmother 
was young in the days—the so- 
called gay nineties—when typhoid 
fever was an almost universal dis- 
ease. Of those who have had ty- 
phoid it is estimated that 2% are 
carriers although some put the 
percentage much higher. 

A carrier is a person who never 
gets rid of living typhoid bacilli. 
They may be in the gallbladder, 
the crypts of the bowel, or in the 
saliva. At any rate they are always 


' on the carrier’s fingers. 
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GRANDMOTHERS are now be- 
ing pressed into service as cooks. 
A certain percentage of them are 
inevitably typhoid carriers. Q. E,. 
D. They spread typhoid fever, 

I venture to say that now that 
water supplies are carefully super- 
vised at least 80% of typhoid fever 
is conveyed by carriers. 

The answer to the problem is so 
absurdly simple that it hardly re- 
quires stating. Everyone should 
have typhoid vaccination. Yet IL 
will guess that of 100 people who 
read this statement, all of whom 
have never had typhoid fever or 
never been vaccinated, who nod 
approval of the advice, not five 
will have a course of typhoid vac- 
cination during the coming, week. 

Give yourself a typhoid vaccina- 
tion for Christmas! 

The history of typhoid carriers 
is a long and ghastly one. The first, 
the case that opened the eyes of 
the bacteriologists to the possibil- 
ity that typhoid could be spread by 
carriers was the famous Typhoid 


Mary. 
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MARY MALLON was a kindly 
genial soul who wouldn't have done 
anyone the slightest bit of harm 
for any consideration. She was a 
cook, and a good one. But every- 
where that Mary went typhoid was 
sure to go. Finally the Health au- 
thorities in New York persuaded 
Mary to allow them to examine 
her, and it showed she was full of 
typhoid germs and any food she 
prepared would be contaminated. 

She was incarcerated and re- 
mained a prisoner for the rest of 
her life, a great injustice, because 
what the Health authorities should 
have done was to vaccinate the 
whole community. That was in 
1909, when typhoid vaccination was 
new and unproved, 

Since then there have been in- 
numerable epidemics of typhoid 
caused by carriers. The recital of 
these tales is a horror, At a church 
supper, eight. women were em- 
ployed extra to dice potatoes. Four 
of them were afterwards proved to 


‘be carriers, Warm potatoes are the 


finest culture medium for typhoid 
in the world. Of the attendants at 
the church supper something like 
80 came down with typhoid and 
about 10 died. , 

All food handlers should have a 
test to see whether they are ty- 
phoid carriers or not, especially the 
middle-aged and elderly ones, who 
grew up in the typhoid era. But in 
these rushed times it becomes “im- 
practical” and of course when 
grandma offers to help out in the 
privacy of the home it would be 
“impolite” to suggest examining 
her.,

gone along with them,” he said 
ruefully, “but after they went by,

Be- 
yond him, General Eisenhower 
stood with his hands behind his 
back, General Patton was talking 
in whispers to a colonel who was

Except for the attentive colonel, 
I could not see a man in the room 
who didn’t have stars on his hel- 
met or the crossed sword and 
scabbard the British generals wear 
on their shoulders. They were not 
conferring. Except for Patton they 
were not saying anything. They 
were just looking like worried 
doctors waiting on the health of 
some patient who was very im- 
portant to them. They were wait- 
ing for him to come out of the 
ether. 


The colohel I had come with 
was there to pay a routine call, 
He was as appalled at where he 
found himself as I was. We looked 
at each other and knew that both 
of us felt as if we were intruders 
upon some family crisis of great 
delicacy. Something was happen- 
ing, something these men had set 
in motion, From their faces you 
could not tell whether it was 
happening successfully or disas- 
trously. You only knew that, hav- 
ing set it in motion, they, could 
now do nothing about it.

The room was filled with flat- 
topped desks and tables and at 
each sat an officer or an enlisted 
man.

Feriana is only forty miles from 
Gafsa—forty miles of desert, at 
the far end of which the ground 
suddenly uptilts into a mountain 
barrier cut through by a gaping 
pass beyond which is the oasis of 
Gafsa itself. 


The action into which I had 
stumbled was the occupation of 
Gafsa by the First Infantry Divi- 
sion, the First Armored Division 
supporting. Across the wide flat 
plain these two divisions had crept, 
bringing up the guns and the am- 
munition, the vehicles and the sup- 
plies they would need for the at- 
tack. The gap was a natural de- 
fensive post for the enemy; the at- 
tack was mounted in force, On the 
morning of the day I came to head- 
— at Feriana it had taken 
off, 
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Even the next morning there was 
still no real news except that “we” 


were in Gafsa. Where was the ene-. 


my? They had not fired a shot. Early 
in the morning, the corps engineer, 
who is a Colonel, had come back 
from the front. But he could tell 
us nothing except that it had begun 
to rain in the night. He doubted 
if the division could make the sec- 
ond day’s objectives in the rain. 
It was the first Infantry Division 
that had occupied Gafsa. The 
First Armored’s mission was now 
to scurry through the gap that had 
been cleared and to attack beyond. 


Both the Colonel and the Lieu- 
tenant of engineers were preoccu- 
pied with the mine fields “we” had 
found around Gafsa. Sometime dur- 
ing the night, Lieut. Smithers had 
heard of an Arab who claimed to 
have been in Gafsa the week before

and said he had watched the enemy 
put in mine fields there. When 
after breakfast his search was suc- 
cessful, Smithers came riding up 
to headquarters with the excited 
Arab in the back of his peep. 


He agreed to take me on into 
Gafsa, along with the Arab. Now, 
but not until now, it was revealed 
that I was to be assigned to the 
First Engineer Battalion — the 
combat engineers with the First 
Infantry Division, Gen. Terry Allen 
commanding, with Gen, Teddy 
Roosevelt his deputy commander. 


The road from Feriana on was 
empty the day after the advance. 
We met only rain and water sluic- 
ing across it, rain so heavy that 
the driver could not see a tank’s 
length ahead, water inches deep. 
In the rain, the battle scars on the 
countryside seemed old enough to 
have been inherited from another 
war, The vehicles that lay burned 
and wrecked were already rusted. 
Where the railway ran parallel 
with the road and the bridges had 
been blown, the right of way 
seemed to have been abandoned 
for years. Dented and rusty cans 
were scattered on either side of 
the road. 

The first real sign of what had 
yesterday been the front line were 
the little placards stuck up on 
stakes on either side of the road, 
half red and half white but with- 
out lettering. They told in this 
design that to the right, beyond 
there, there was a mine field, to 
the left, there, from here to here, 
there was another, 
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Then we began to bump through 
the craters from which the en- 
emy’s mines in the road had been 
removed—round holes, 18 inches 
across and 10 or 12 inches deep. 
They were partially filled in now. 
When you went across them, if you 
looked at the- side of the road, you 
could see piles of black metal pan- 
cakes, The pancakes were the 
Teller mines that had been taken 
up from the road. The mines in 
the desert on either side of the 
road were still in the ground. 

Beyond the piles of Teller mines 
—you had to look sharp, going 
through the rain—you could see 
smaller piles of short, thick, black 
pencils, ese were the activators 
for the Teller mines. The engi- 
neers had unscrewed them to make 
the mines safe to handle, 

The evening before,.and that 
morning at mess, I had talked 
mines with Lieut. Smithers, filling in 
my book learning with his first- 
hand knowledge. Talking about 
mines with Lieut. Smithers was like 
talking to an insurance salesman 
about accidents — an insurance 
agent who was really interested in 
the myriad risks there dre in life. 
And, presently, like a prospective 
purchaser hearing an insurance 
agent inventory the risks, the 
listener, too, became sensitized. 

By the time we got to Gafsa, 
as far as I was concerned there 
were live mines under every cob- 
blestone, and every doorway was a 
booby trap. I said as much to 
Smithers. He looked gloomily at 
me and said morosely, “Well, keep 
feeling that way. Maybe if you do 
you will get home whole.” 

The formality of reporting at the 
front is brief. I had a lieutenant 
colonel to find, that first morning 
in the rain, and I ran him down a 
few miles beyond Gafsa. Most of 
the battalions and companies that 
had headquarters in town had 
stuck their little yellow fabric 
markers out on the road and if 
you could read the cryptic mark- 
ings on them, and were patient 
and asked questions of passing 
soldiers, you could find your way 


around, 

I left Smithers and his Arab in 
the rain-swept and deserted square 
and he lent me his peep*to go on. 
Presently I found a dispatch rider 
sitting on his motorcycle with his 
feet in two mud puddles. He sat 
near a sign which indicated a bat- 
talion command post nearby, He 
answered my query: 


“That's Colonel Bentwood, 
there,” pointing to a command car 
which was lurching across the 
dikes of an olive grove,

clothes was a paper but I simply 
shouted, “I’m reporting for duty, 
pir—I’m an observer officer—I’'m 
from Allied Force Headquarters. 


He yelled back, “See if you can 
find a young fellow named Lieu- 
tenant Cobb. He’s A company. 
Stick with him and I'll send for 
you when we get settled.” 


The road outside wag full of the 
motion of a division coming to 
rest in its bivouac area. They 
were laying telephone wire and 
it was unwinding from big drums 
on three-fourth-ton trucks. Jeeps 
and command cars were going by 
in both directions, some with 
harassed officers hanging on, 


‘standing on the running boards,

How South 
Got Out of: 
Tight Spot

UCH contracts as that reached 
\ by the North-South team in fie 
fojlowing deal are not recom- 
mended, unless you play the cards 
as well as South did, and also can 
count on the same sort of breaks. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South . on score, 
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The bidding: 


South West North 
lspade Pass 2notrump 
Sdia'ds Pass 3hearts 
4clubs Pass 6clubs 
Pass Pass 

North’s selection of two no trump 
rather than two hearts was dictat- 
ed by the part-score. It is not so 
easy, however, to explain South’s 
bid of a three-card suit on the 
third round, nor North's prefer- 
ence for clubs over diamonds. 


Be that as it may, there was 
South in a slam contract, with the 
opponents holding more trumps 
than he had! West led a low heart. 
(A trump would have been a far 
better lead.) Dummy’s ace won 
and declarer immediately ruffed a 
heart. Trump-drawing was out-of 
the question, so declarer had .to 
risk three rounds of diamonds 
and, to his relief, they “got by.” 
The ace and king of spades were 
how cashed, and declarer ruffed 
another heart. A spade was then 
ruffed with the queen, declarer 
not daring to depend on the eight- 
spot. East, of course, had to un- 
derruff, which clearly told declarer 
that East was now reduced to 
trumps. On the lead of another 
heart from dummy, East ruffed 
and South overruffed with the 
ace, 

With something of a flourish, de- 
clarer now led another spade and, 
ignoring West’s play of the queen, 
discarded dummy’s last heart. Poor 
East found himself in the silly 
position of having to ruff his part- 
ner’s trick, and then (much worse) 
return a trump from the 9-7 up to 
dummy’s K-8!
